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The steamer Danube, purchased 
from the C. P. R by the Bullens at 
Esquimau, has been rechristened the 
Salvor, an or'Vr-ln -council having 
been secured at Ottawa authorizing 
the change of name. The old name 
has been painted out and the new 
one substituted on the steamer's hows, 
lifebuoys, boats, etc. Two large steam 
pumps have been installed In the 
'tween decks of the steamer, with tlii 
necessary boilers, and other wrecking 
appliances have been lined, together 
with towblts, etc., equipping the 
steamer fully for the work In which 
she is hereafter to be engaged — that 
of salving wrecked vessels. It was at 
one time intended to change the name 
of the steamer Maud to the Salvor, but 
no action was taken. Capt. Charles 
Harris is In command of the wrecking 
steamer and a crew has been made up 
of workmen engaged in the shipbuild- 
ing yard, all of whom live within a 
stone's throw of the steamer's dock. 
'The steamer is being kept In readiness 
to proceed to the fcene of any dis- 
tressed vessel at a moment's notice. 

The Esqulmalt shipyard is very busy 
at present. The C. P. R. steamer 
Princess May. lying alongside the 
wharf, has been gutted, her deck- 
houses have been taken oft and in- 
terior fittings torn out. The smcke- 
stack lies on a rock near the wharf. 
The two large boilers will be also re- 
moved, it being the intention, it is 
said, to put one of them in the steamer 
Salvor, which will increase the speed 
of the wrecking vessel. Three boilers 
for the steamer are now on the \vu.y 
from England. A large force of rivet- 
ers, ironworkers, carpenters and others 
are at work on the steamer, which 
will he practically rebuilt on a differ- 
ent plan to that previously adopted in 
furnishing the steamer. Il is esti- 
mated that sirei, oho will he required 
to rebuild the steamer, and another 
$50,00(1 will probably la- spent t" fur- 
nish and finish tie- interior of the 
vessel. There will he two tiers of 
staterooms, ami a large observation 
room forward, similar to that of the 
palatial steamer Princess Victoria. 
There will also he large smoking 
rooms, and the dining saloon, which 
will have ten large tables, will be 
located aft. where ibe steerage quar- 
Lers formerly were.

An interesting Review Contained 
In the Address of the 
President. 



A Noble Movement Aiming at 
the Bettering of Social 
Conditions. 

J 

Followiug is tlio address of the presi- 
dent, delivered lit the oncuitiK session 
of the Women's Council ou Monday at 
the City Hall: 

President's Address. 

Dear Friends and Fellow Workers: 
It is with feelings of the greatest re- 
sponsibility that 1 take the chair at 
this annual meeting for the first time 
us president of the Social Council of 
Women of Victoria and Vancouver Isl- 
and. It is the one position which I 
have felt as I sat among you from 
year 10 year that I could never 1111, 
and were it not for the unfailing and 
loyal support and encouragement 
which I received 1 would have retired 
long ago in favor uf some one of wuoin 
tliere are many, more competent. 

X have been watching very carefully 
through the year our council work and 
workers, noting the difficulties, ob- 
serving where the weakness seems to 
lie, recognizing and regretting tne light 
we have to make against the un- 
avvakened Indifference and apathy of 
women w ho ought to be foremost Ui 
our ranks, as well as being specially 
" grateful for and appreciative of the 
work and ability of the noble band 
whom I have the honor of addressing 
today. 

Although we are repeatedly told 
that the Council of Women has long 
ago passed the experimental stage, yet 
ever since its formation two questions 
are being continually asked, one by 
outsiders, which always embraces a 
number of others, viz: "What is the 
Council of Women'.'" its use, 'ts 
scope, its work, the benefit of affilia- 
tion, etc.? And the other by those In 
the inner circle of council work who 
have its success very much at heart, 
viz: "How can we interest affiliated 
societies'.'" It does seem strange that 
the llrst of these questions should 
still be asked when ive know that the 
council has outgrown its childhood 
and abundantly proved its usefulness 
and the necessity for its existence. 
Ami .-yet, ladles, if you were to visit 
any of our societies, as 1 have done, 
you would find many of the members 
ready to ask you confidentially what 
the Council of Women really Is, and 
some would tell you "candidedly," that 
they do not See the use of it, never 
approved of affiliation and always feel 
that the $2 annual fee could be much 
more profitably used In the work of 
their society! 

And so, as I found this was Ihe casj 
with the minority, and that even the 
majority, among whom were some of 
the ,jiieijibei> of our executive,, ltney; 
nothing of how the council idea orig- 
inated, nor of its world- widi' work, 1 
thought that perhaps today you would 
like to go. far ulleld with me and let 
ine give you In the fewest words pos- 
sible a brief outline of work in the 
world at large; the international and 
national history and outlook as well 
as any social odds and ends which the 
Secretary may have- omitted in her 
report. 

Formation of Council

The work was confined to the Unit- 
ed States alone tor some years and 
was largely fundamental and prepar- 
atory awaiting the touch of a manned 
hand to spring into vigorous life. That 
touch came during the World's l'air in 
Chicago, 18113, who,, a large meeting 
was held by the foreign delegates and 
visitors to tlie "Win Id's W omen's Con- 
gress," really an international council 
m embryo. Owing to the linuieiise 
advantage which had even then been 
gained by the Intercommunication 
ami interchange of thought belweill 
ihe women of differeni nationalities 
it was unanimously decided that an

F'uriher instalment of Russian 
Premier's Talk Whh a 
Correspondent. 



Maintains That Loyality to Czar 
Is Chief Characteristic 
of Nation. 



London, Dec. 14.— The conrespoudcnl 
of the Daily 'x'elegrnpli at St. Peters- 
burg, in a further installment of hi* in- 
terview with Count. .Witte, says the pre- 
mier declared that the army would re- 
mainfaitliful, that the finances of the 
country were cound, and that il was not 
his Intnntiou to resign. The corres- 
pondent in a series of questions present- 
ed numerous instances of the disloyally 
of the troops und marines. The pre- 
mier, answering these questions, insist- 
ed that in all cases the disloyalty so 
pointed out was either temporary or ex- 
ceptional, am! that it had never develop- 
ed into actual intidelitv. It could not 
he denied, he said, thai the revolutionary 
propaganda was being industriously 
worked in the army and in I he navy, hill 
il was not because the national charac- 
ters were lixed and the national tradi- 
tions were t leeply rooted. 

The correspondent mtggested the pos- 
sibility of a sudden coup hy which the 
republicans would 

Seize tho Reins of Government 
to which Count Witte replied that til 
members of such party would be ruth- 
lessly outdone by I he imperial troops. 
The itle aof such republican government 
subsisting for even tin- lays, the pre- 
mier said, could only he entertained by 
foreigners who had never had nil oppor- 
tunity to study the Russian national 
character, or by thoughtless Russians 
who were incapable of interpreting that 
character. 

"Russian national life." said Count 
Witte. "is pivoted on loyalty to the Em- 
peror, and how deep rooted und wide- 
spread and fruitful is this principle will 
be seen if revolutionists should he foul- 
hardy enough to build upon a contrary 
assumption." 

Regarding his own position Count 
Witte said that certainly his health lias 
not improved hut lie was quite stroiiu 
enough to continue the discharge of his 
duties, and was therefore resolved to 
faithfully remain at his «osl since neither 
personal ambition nor any motive hut 
duty to the Kniporor ami the fatherland 
bad actuated bis acceptance of t he heavy 
responsibility attaching tn his ofllce.
